Great  was  our  shock  and  surprise  to  learn  recently  that,  in  publishing  and  dis^ 
tributing  the  WESLEYAN  ALUMNAE  to  all  alumnae  whether  they  made  a con- 
tribution to  the  Loyalty  Fund  or  not,  wg  in  the  past  had  occasionally  been  guilty^ 
of  violating  the  permit  under  which  the  magazine  has  been  mailed.  The  original  | 
second  class  permit,  issued  under  the  Act  of  1879,  requires  that  a subscription  fee' 
be  collected  for  each  magazine  sent  out.  As  we  w^ant  all  alumnae  to  continue  to 
receive  news  of  Wesleyan  College  and  other  alumnae,  a study  was  made  to  see  what 
should  be  done. 

In  checking  alumnae  magazines  from  other  colleges,  we  found  that  those  col- 
leges using  the^same  permit  and  stating  a subscription  price  also  make  the  follow- 
ing  statement,  Contributors  to  the  Alumnae  Fund  receive  the  magazine.” 

Rather  than  deny  the  magazine  to  some  of  you  who  are  unable  to  make  a con- 
tribution  to  the  Alumnae  Loyalty  Fund,  we  have  studied  the  possibility  of  con- 
solidating the  various  publications  of  Wesleyan  College  under  one  second  class 
mailing  permit  as  done  by  many  other  colleges  and  universities.  And  siqce  ^Vesley- 
^ ^ permit  for  the  Bulletin,  this  would  necessitate  paying  onlv 

a small  fee  of  $10.00  for  changing  the  frequency  of  publication.  Therefore,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  best  proposal  is  as  follows : 

1.  That  we  apply  for  permission  to  publish  the  Bulletin  of  Wesleyan  College 
four  more  times  each  year. 

2.  That  the  Alumnae  magazine  be  published  four  times  a year  as  the  Bulletin 
of  Wesleyan  College  - Alumnae  Issue.  These  alumnae  issues  would  be 
the  same  size  and  style  and  look  the  same  as  The  Wesleyan  Alumnae  does 
now  except  for  the  name.

The  Two  Major  Building  Additions 

As  far  as  the  physical  aspect  of  the 
College’s  growth  is  concerned,  the  two 
major  new  acquisitions  in  recent  months 
are  the  Porter  Family  Memorial  Audi- 
torium and  Fine  Arts  Building  and  the 
President’s  home.  The  Auditorium  and 
Fine  Arts  building  is  now  nearing  com- 
pletion and  will  start  serving  the  Col- 
lege early  in  1956. 

The  auditorium  level  will  have  — in 
addition  to  the  1,168  seat  air-conditioned 
auditorium— two  art  galleries  to  house  the 
Myles  Cowles  Collier  paintings  and 
various  dressing  rooms  and  work  shops 
off  of  the  stage. 

Beneath  the  auditorium,  the  $750,000 
building  will  have  studios,  offices,  and 
classrooms  for  the  School  of  Fine  Arts. 
For  the  first  time  in  many,  many  years 
Wesleyan  will  be  able  to  say  that  its 
deservedly  famous  fine  arts  program  has 
facilities  as  excellent  as  any  such  school 
in  the  country. 

The  acquisition  of  the  President’s 
home  took  place  about  eighteen  months 
ago,  but  it  is  news  again  because  of  the 
way  in  which  the  property  has  been  im- 
proved. The  $40,000  gift  which  added  65 
acres  to  the  College  property  has  been 
appreciated,  in  every  sense  of  the  term, 
by  President  Martin.  He  has  been,  and 
is  now  giving,  his  own  personal  labor  in 

revitalizing  the  property  and  its  buildings.

Both  fields  and  woodlands  have  been 
made  productive.  Gardens  and  drives 
have  been  added,  and  the  inside  of  the 
home  has  been  beautifully  redecorated. 
And,  the  removal  of  the  President  to  the 
new  home  has  enabled  the  College  to 
house  an  additional  twelve  students  in 
the  dormitory. 

The  Greatest  Summer  of  Improvement 

During  this  past  summer  the  college 
has  completed  some  $80,000  worth  of  im- 
provements in  addition  to  the  work  on 
the  auditorium  project.  It  has  been  the 
largest  amount  of  summer  work  under- 
taken at  Wesleyan  for  a quarter  of  a 
century. 

Water  coolers  have  been  installed  in 
the  main  buildings,  and  badly  needed 
screens  have  been  put  over  the  windows 
in  the  dining  room.  Five  hundred  new 
(lining  room  chairs  and  sixty-eight  tables 
have  made  a delightful  improvement  in 
the  appearance  and  usefulness  of  that 
(lining  room,  too.  New  linen.'^  have  been 
added  to  cover  the  new  tables  in  the  Wes- 
leyan tradition,  although  the  tables  are 
"Formica”  topped  and  could  be  used  with 
place  mats. 

One  of  the  most  important  improve- 
ments, but  one  that  very  few  people  will 
see,  is  to  the  huge  boilers  in  the  heating 
plant.  They  are  being  converted  from 
using  coal  as  a fuel  to  gas.  The  saving  in 
fuel  costs  which  will  result  will  pay  for 
the  conversion  in  less  than  four  years, 
and  future  saving  can  go  for  other  needs 
at  the  college.  And  Wesleyan  and  its 
neighbors  will  appreciate  the  cleaner  at- 
mosphere. 

There  are  other  big  improvements  that 
few  people  will  see.  A new  $6,000  sheet 
ironing  machine  will  greatly  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  laundry,  and  a brand  new 
ice  making  machine  has  replaced  the  old 
amonia  plant.  The  addition  of  a new  vegc  I 
table  slicing  machine  has  speeded  salad 
making  and  simplified  vegetable  prepa- 
ration in  the  kitchen. 

Some  Changes  Within  Buildings 

Some  extensive  modifications  of  build- 
ings and  rooms  have  been  made  to  pro- 
vide for  better  teaching  and  recreational 
arrangements.  Previously,  the  Student 
Center  and  Snack  Bar  were  moved  into 
Tate  Hall;  the  vastly  improved  book- 
store was  added  adjacent  to  it.  Now,  the 
Creamics  Department  has  been  moved 
across  Forsyth  Road  to  the  ‘TharnT’ 
building  and  there  is  enough  room  for  all 
s(Drts  of  ceramic  endeavors  at  wheels, 
kilns,  and  benches  — plus  a whole  room  . 
for  display  of  student  work. 

The  Radio  Department  has  been  moved  ■ 
from  the  old  Conservatory  building  and  ,i 
IS  now  handsomely  installed  in  new  j 
quarters  in  a room  on  the  ground  floor  of  i] 
the  Porter  Gymnasium  building.  I 


Badly  Needed  Maintenance  Work 

Some  maintenance  projects  have  been 
romoleted  recently  that  have  been  needed 
for  a very  long  time  — some  since  1928. 
Wesleyan  is,  of  course,  very  proud  that 
it  paid  off  its  bonded  indebtedness.  But 
the  cost  of  honor  is  high,  and  such  badly 
needed  maintenance  work  had  to  be  put 
off  — and  then  put  ofT  again  and  again. 
There  are  rooms  in  1 ate  and  Taylor  Halls 
that  have  never  been  painted  and  only 
this  year  will  they  get  their  first  taste 
of  paint  on  the  bare  plaster  walls. 

In  the  past  thirty  months,  most  of  the 
seriously  needed  repairs  have  been  made. 
Items: 

New  roof  has  been  put  on  the 
gymnasium;  roofs  on  Tate  and  Taylor 
Halls  and  the  dining  room  have  been 
checked.  ^ 

Dining  room  end  walls  have  been  re- 
plastered and  painted. 

Almost  all  of  the  dormitory  rooms 
have  been  repainted. 

Street  lights  have  been  installed  on 
the  campus. 

Repainting  has  been  done  in  the 
Student  Lounge  and  the  Faculty  Par- 
lor. 

Tate  Hall  administrative  offices 
have  been  repainted  — including  the 
Alumnae  office. 

Additional  sew’er  lines  have  been  in- 
stalled.

As  an  adjunct  to  tiie  tree-planting  and 
campus  beautification  work,  which  was 
done  last  year  through  the  generosity  of 
the  alumnae  “campus  beautiful”  coni- 
mittee,  headed  by  Elizabeth  (Loyall) 
Woods,  new  parking  lots  and  sidewalks 
are  planned  for  construction  this  year  at 
the  Rivoli  campus. 

bi  the  plans  for  the  parking  improve- 
ment, the  present  parking  area  north  of 
the  administration  building  will  be  paved, 
the  main  driveway  will  be  widened  to

It  is  the  responsibility  of  j very  col- 
lege to  use  its  facilities  to  promote  the  , 
interchange  of  ideas  among  \.:rious  pub- 
lic spirited  groups  in  the  community.  In  i 
the  last  twelve  months,  no  less  than  eight  « 
conferences  were  held  on  the  Wesleyan  ( 
campus.  Some  of  these  were  religious  i 
meetings,  such  as  the  School  of  Missions  ( 
of  the  South  Georgia  Conference  Worn-  1 
an’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the 
Georgia  Synodical  Training  School,  and 
the  Georgia  Pastor’s  School.  Other  meet- 
ings were  of  an  academic  nature  ■ li^^ 
the  Georgia  Conference  on  Family  Life 
and  the  Southeastern  regional  meeting 
on  American  Studies.  Wesleyan  even  con- 
tributed to  the  betterment  of  the  economic 
life  of  the  community  when  the  Annual 
Georgia  Insurance  School  met  on  the 
campus  last  summer.  These  conferences 
were  in  addition  to  such  regularly  sched- 
uled College-community  projects  as  the 
Girl  Scout  Camp  in  the  cabin  each  sum- 
mer, and  the  use  of  the  swimming  pool 
by  the  Red  Cross  for  life  saving  classes. 

Progress  in  Curriculum 

Wesleyan  is  also  moving  ahead  in  the 
revision  of  the  curriculum  to  better  meet 
the  student’s  needs  and  desires.  Many 
of  the  courses  which  were  offered  two 
or  three  generations  ago  are  no  longer  m 
the  catalog  — Orthography,  for  exanipl^’ 
which  was  required  of  all  students  i*i 
1875,  has  long  since  disappeared.  But 
many  new  courses  have  been  added. 
Alost  recently,  the  inter-departmental  pro- 
grams in  American  Studies  and  in  Creative  , 
Homemaking  and  Family  Living  have  1 
taken  their  places  in  the  curriculum.  Ad-  [ 
ditipnally,  the  program  in  church  music  | 
has  been  expanded.  | 


A divisional  type  of  organization  has 
become  a reality  at  Wesleyan  so  that  the 
various  departments  can  have  a closer 
sharing  of  ideas  on  inter-disciplinary 
work.  This  is  in  keeping  with  recent 
trends  in  college  education.  The  faculty 
has  been  devoting  considerable  time  to 
studying  the  advisability  of  a “General 
Education”  program. 

These  changes  have  been  made  and 
are  being  planned  so  that  Wesleyan  may 
“keep  in  step.”  But  the  faculty  and  its 
committees  are  being  exceedingly  care- 
ful to  remain  alert  to  the  unchanging 
values  in  the  traditional  Liberal  Arts  and 
Fine  Arts  programs  which  have  made 
Wesleyan  famous. 

Administration  and  Leadership 

Another  area  in  which  great  progress 
has  been  shown  is  in  streamlining  and 
bringing  up-to-date  the  business  methods 
of  the  college.  Accounting  procedures 
have  been  re-examined,  and  the  business 
office  has  been  strengthened.  The  result- 
ing saving  from  better  business  manage- 
ment has  made  possible  many  of  the  other 
improvements  and  salary  increases.  Facul- 
ty members  have  had  two  general  in- 
creases in  the  past  two  years. 

A Student  Placement  service  has  been 
inaugurated.  Now  Wesleyannes  can  pre- 
sent the  same  printed-form  employment 
credentials  and  have  the  same  employ- 
ment opportunities  as  graduates  of  the 
other  better  universities  and  colleges  in 
the  Southeast. 

The  Public  Relations  office  has  been 
expanded  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to 
send  information  to  the  home  town 
newspapers  of  Wesleyan  College  stu- 
dents.

F.  Quillian  welcomed 
her  back  to  the  campus  during  the  morn- 
ing coffee  given  by  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion in  the  Alumnae  Office.  Displays  of  her 
most  attractive  and  widely  used  Latin 
books  were  to  be  found  in  the  Candler 
Library  and  the  Alumnae  Office. 

During  the  Convocation  program  held 


in  the  Porter  Gymnasium,  Annabel  Horn 
gave  many  of  the  students  their  first 
glimpse  of  Wesleyan’s  long  list  of  bene- 
factors. She  brought  them  to  life,  so  to 
speak,  through  humorous  anecdote  and 
her  personal  association  with  many  of 
these  outstanding  people.  She  urged  the 
students  not  to  think  of  the  tablets  and 
markers  on  both  campuses  as  we  would 
of  tablets  in  a cemetery,  but  rather  as 
representing  those  who  lived  and  loved 
Wesleyan  College.  She  spoke  of  the  many 
professorships,  endowments,  trusts  and 
scholarships  listed  in  the  catalog,  all 
given  to  Wesleyan  because  some  one  had 
loved  Wesleyan  College  ...  a mother, 
a sister,  a daughter,  a wife,  even  a class- 
mate. Miss  Horn  asked  the  students  if 
they  were  being  the  kind  of  a classmate 
that  someone  would  want  to  remember 
years  from  now  in  such  a tangible  way. 
She  concluded  by  listing  a few  of  the 
alumnae  and  teachers  who  in  the  past 
might  well  be  termed  benefactors  of 
Wesleyan  College. 

Wesleyan  loins  With 
Mercer  For  $500^000 
Fund  Campaign 

Wesleyan  College  has  joined  with  Mer- 
cer University  in  a joint  campaign  seeking 
to  raise  $500,000  in  Macon  and  Bibb 
County  this  Fall.  Two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  of  this  fund  is  to  come 
to  Wesleyan  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
for  the  completion  and  furnishing  the 
Porter  Family  Memorial  Auditorium  and 
Fine  Arts  Building. 

The  Macon  and  Bibb  County  alumnae 
— over  800  strong — are  being  called  upon 
to  contribute  time  and  means  to  thi.s 
effort  during  October,  November,  and 
December.  The  drive  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  by  December  15th. 

The  campaign  calls  for  a total  organi- 
zation of  over  400  men  and  women  - — 
many  of  them  Wesleyan  alumnae.  The 
Master  Gifts  Committee  and  the  Special 
Gifts  Committee  are  already  at  work, 
and  the  teams  have  been  organized  for 
the  general  phase  of  the  campaign. 

The  General  Campaign  chairman  is 
Mr.  William  Pickling,  well-known  Ma- 
con realtor,  who  is  the  father  of  Virginia 
(Pickling)  Monfort  — she  attended  Wes- 
leyan last  year  before  l)eing  married  — 
and  father-in-law  of  Neva  Jane  (Langley) 
Pickling.  The  chairman  of  Wesleyan’s 
Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Leo  Huckabee, 
is  co-chairman  for  Master  Gifts  in  the 
campaign  organization.
